AccorDING (o a resolution‘of the last annual session, the Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Synod of Maryland, met in St. Paul’s church, 
Washington, D. C., on Thursday evening, October 16th, 1845. 

The exercises of the Synod were opened with a sermon by the 
President, Rev. S. W. Harkey, from Heb. i. 10. 

After the services of the evening, the President announced the 
first session of the Synod on the following morning at 9 o’clock. 


FIRST SESSION. 


Frupay Mornina, 9 o’clock, October 17th, 1845. 
Synod met in the church agreeably to appointment, and was 
opened with prayer by the President. 
The roll was called and the absentees marked.

Rev. John Heck, of the West Pennsylvania Synod; Rev. D. F. 
Bittle, of the Vitginie Synod; Rev. W. H. Smith, of the Alleghany 
Synod ;-and Rev. E. Schwartz, of the East Pennsylvania Synod, 
presented certificates of honorable dismission of membership from 


the above named Synods, and were received as members of this 
body. 


The President then read his annual report, which, on motion, 
was accepted : 


PRESIDENT’S REPORT. 
Berovep 


After the labors and trials of another year, we enjoy the delightful privilege of 
once more meeting each other in Synodical convention. We have reason to thank 
God that death has not invaded our ministerial ranks, and that none of us have been 
materially interrupted in the discharge of our duties from ill health. God's blessing 
too has rested upon our people and churches, and crowned our labors with success. 
For, although as a Synod our churches have not enjoyed those general and extensive 
revivals of religion, which have cheered our hearts in some former years, yet in sev- 
eral charges within our bounds these gracious visitations of heaven have been expe- 
rienced, and none of us, I presume, have labored without some tokens of the divine. 
favor. Upon the whole, peace, harmony, and prosperity, reign throughout our bor- 
ders. Let us thank God, and take courage for the futare. 

I will now give a simple statement of my official acts during the year, and make 
several suggestions which have occurred to me. 


Ministerial Changes. 

On the first Sabbath of November last, soon after our last meeting, Rev. C. A. 
Hay, resigned his charge at Middletown, and on the following Wednesday, he was 
installed Professor of the German language and Oriental Literature, in our Theo- 
logical Seminary at Gettysburg. It is pleasing to know that his accession to this In- 


stitution has had a very happy influence upon it, and that his labors have been emi- 
nently useful. 
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On the first day of January, 1845, I received a letter from Rev. John Heck, for- 
merly of Newville, Pa., informing me that he had accepted a call from the Waynes- 
boro’ district, and located among that people. As this charge is in connection with 
our Synod, he obtained from the President of the Synod of West Pennsylvania, a 
certificate of honorable dismission from that body, and requested to be received as a 
member of this Synod. His request was granted. 

On the third day of March, I received a letter from the Rev. W. J. M. Jennings, 
tendering his resignation as a member of our Synod, and returning all his papers. | 
informed him that I was not authorised to accept his reSignation, but that his appli- 
cation must be referred to the Ministerium at its next session. The subject is accord- 
ingly now submitted together with all the documents in my possession relating to it. 

In April, the Rev. A. L. Bridgeman, a licentiate of this body, informed me that 
he had taken charge of congregations in and near Cobelskill, Schoharie county, New 
York, and that he desired to connect himsclf with the Hartwick Synod within whose 
bounds he was located. An honorable dismissal was sent to him. 

In August, I received » letter of similar import, from licentiate J. B. Sadtler, stat- 
ing that he had taken charge of congregations in and around Pine Grove, Schuyl- 
kill county, Pa., and that he desired to unite with the Synod of East Pennsylvania, 
his location being within its bounds. I forwarded him a certificate of honorable dis- 
mission. 

On the 12th August, the Rev. D. F. Bittle, late of Middlebrook, Va., informed 
me that he had removed to Middletown, in this State, and taken charge of that dis- 
trict. His letter contained a certificate of honorable dismission from the President 
of the Synod of Virginia, and he was received as a member of this body. 

On the first day of the present month, I received a letter from the Rev. D. J. 
Hauer, informing me that he had resigned his congregations in Loudon county, Va., 
and was about to remove to Jefferson, in this State, and take the pastoral charge of 
this district. 1 have since learned that he las located among Uus people, and enter- 
ed upon his duties as their pastor. 

From the Lutheran Observer, I learned that the Rev. E. Schwartz, of the Synod 
of West Pennsylvania, has taken charge of the Manchester district, which is in con- 
nection with our Synod: but I have received no official communication fiom this 
brother, and do not known whether he designs uniting with this body or not. 1 ex- 
pected to have heard from him. 

All these changes so far as I know seem to have been judicious ; and these beloved 
brethren are laboring with zeal and success. May they all be cheered by the con- 


‘stant presence and blessing of the master. 


Installations. 


On the 7th of December last, Rev. C. Culler was installed as pastor of the churches 
composing Funkstown charge. The services were performed by the brethren F. W. 
Conrad and J. P. Cline. 

On the 3ist day of the same month, Rev. F. W. Conrad was installed as pastor of 
the Evangelical Lutheran church in Hagerstown. The services were performed by 
the brethren J. P. Cline, S. Sprecher, and myself. 

- Qn the 28th of September, I received a letter from the council of St. Paul’s Evan- 
gelical Lutheran church of this city, in whose midst me are now convened, bearing 
pleasing testimony to the good character and christian deportment of their pastor, 
and the fidelity and success with which he has labored among them, and desiring that 
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he might be regularly installed as their pastor during the meeting of Synod. I in- 
formed them that their request should be granted, and I would call the early atten- 


tion of Synod to this request, and recommend that a committee be appointed to fix 
the time, and perform the services of this installation. 


Applications for License. 


On the 4th of March, I received a letter from the Rev. S. D. Finckel, recommend- 
ing a brother for ‘ad interim” license. 1 informed him that according to a standing 
resolution of this Synod, the President was not authorized to grant such license, ex- 
cept at the recommendation of at least five Lutheran ministers. As such a recom- 
mendation was not furnished me the license was of course not granted. 

On the 23d of April, Mr. Wm. H. Harrison, late a student of Theology of ous 
Seminary at Gettysburg, applied to me for an “‘ad interim” license, and presented 
the recommendations of the brethren Dr. 8. S. Schmucker, C. A. Hay, H. L. Baugh 
er, S. Sentman, and M. Wachter. A license was accordingly given him. It is 
known that this young brother has been appointed agent for the Parent Education 
Society, and as the field of his operations is for the present in the State of Pennsyl- 
vania, it was thought advisable that he should unite with one of our Synods in that 


State. I accordingly gave him a letter of recommendation to the brethren of the 
Alleghany Evangelical Lutheran Synod. 


Vacancies. 


The only vacancies at present known to me within our bounds, are Loudon coun- 
ty, Va.,and Luther Chapel, Baltimore. In reference to the former, I am told that 


they will be very shortly, supplied; and concerning the latter, I have no definite in- 
formation. 


Miscellaneous Matters. 


As instructed by a resolution of last Synod, “that the principal publications of 
our church, elegantly bound, be made a present to Gen. Van Ness, as a token of our 
gratitude for his liberality to our church at Washington,” I transmitted to him by 
the hands of Rev. Dr. Morris, a letter, inclosing this resolution, together with the 
publications contemplated. 

On the 19th of May, | was waited upon by Messrs. Dan’! Yeiser and Dan’! —_ 
a committee of the “ Silver-run” congregation, asking my consent that the Rey. P. 
Scheurer might be permitted to take charge of them. They informed me that they 
held an election, and that Mr. Scheurer was unanimously chosen, and that he seemed 
to be the only man who was likely to succeed in accomplishing much good amongst 
them for the present. Under a]l the circumstances, | thought it best to give my con- 
sent that he might take charge of them until this meeting of Synod. I would now 
recommend that the connection between that congregation and this Synod be dis- 
solved, and that they be advised to unite with the Synod of West Pennsylvania, 
of which their pastor, Rev. Mr. Scheurer, is a member, 

In the month of June, I was informed that there was some property in the village 
of Reisterstown, Carrol county, Md., to which the Lutherans had an undoubted right 
and title, thongh it has long been in other hands. I appointed a committee consist- 
. -ing of Rev. Messrs. B. Kurtz, P. Willard, E. Schwartz, and G. Gibson and John 
Hoppe, Esq., to investigate the matter, pursue such a course in regard to it as to 


them might seem right and proper. A report will of course be made to Synod by 
this committee.

I would earnestly recommend to Synod the adoption of some plan by which dif- 
ficulties, factions, and misunderstandings, may be prevented for the future, in con- 
gregations becoming vacant within our bounds, in the election of pastors. Inone — 
charge within the bounds of this Synod, that of Middletown, the people were much e 
divided and distracted, to the manifest injury of the church and the cause of Christ » 
among them.in their efforts to select a pastor. They had before them no less than 
ten or twelve candidates, and the question with them was not, ‘‘ Whomcanweget? — 
but whom shall we take?” If possible the occurrence of such a state of things should = 
be prevented. Another charge, that of Jefferson, continued vacant for nearly eigh- 
teen months, when they might have been several times happily supplied, but for the 
state of things among them in their correspondence with a brother whom they had 
called to be their pastor. Perhaps similar difficulties might be prevented hereafter, 
if a committee were appointed by Synod, who might be consulted and give their ad- 
Vice to vacant congregations, when they are not immediately supplied in the choice 
6f pastors. 

In conclusion, I would call the attention of Synod to the fact that a vacancy oc- 
éurs in the Board of Directors of the Seminary at Gettysburg. Two clerical and 
several lay-directors are to be elected. I say several Jay-directors, for it seems that 
two or three lay-members appointed from this Synod never attended to their duty,

Rev. J. Few Smith, of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Vir- 
ginia, was received as a delegate to this body.

SECOND SESSION. 


SatTurDAy Mornina, 9 o’clock, Oct. 18th, 1845. 


Synod met pursuant to adjournment.

The report was read and accepted.

XII. Resolved, That this report’ be laid on the table for th 
present. 

Dr. Morris having called another member to the chair, informed 
the Synod that a manuscript work, entitled, “* Hints to Church 
Members,” by a worthy minister of the Lutheran church, had been 
placed in his hands, which the author had kindly presented to the 
Home Missionary Society. It is designed to publish the work for 
the benefit of that Society, and he requested the Synod to appoint 
a committee to examine the manuscript and express its opinion 
during the session of Synod. 

The committee are Dr. Morris, Prof. Baugher, and Rev. F. W.

fications. 


Report of the Delegates to the General Synod. 


To the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Maryland : 


Dear Breturen, | 

Yoor delegates to the last General Synod of the Evangelical Lutheran church in 
the United States, held in Philadelphia in May last, esteem it their sie to offer the 
following report. 

Your entire delegation, both clerical and lay, were in attendance at the General 
Synod, and duly participated in its deliberations and decisions. 

The late meeting of this important and respectable body in Philadelphia, was de- % 
cidedly the largest ever held since its organization. Thirteen different Lutheran a 
Synods were represerited, by upwards of sixty delegates, some of them fromthe re- 
motest sections of our church. Some fifly or sixty visiting ministers were also pre- 
sent ;.about one-half or more were Lutherans, and the others were clergymen of sis- 
ter denominations, ranking among the most respectable and influential of our coun- 
try. The number of spectators was unusually great, and by their presence from day 
to day, and their respectful attention, they evinced a deep interest in the proceedings 
of the Synod. 

These facts, independently of others, which will be noticed by the attentive reader 
of the printed minutes, plainly indicate, that the General Synod has made rapid pro- 
gress in winning the confidence of the church, that prejudices and unfounded suspi- 
cions are steadily disappearing, and that the pleasing hope may be reasonably enter- 
tained, that the noble design of the institution of the General Synod will ultimately 
be accomplished, by confederating aJ]] parts of the Lutheran community in our wide- 
ly extended country, in one general advisory body, whose well-digested counsels, and 
whose tendency to promote love and haynony, and unity and efficiency of action, 
and to cement the whole church as one united christian fraternity, will be duly ap- at 
preciated and prove a perennial] blessing to our beloved Zion. & 


Your delegates have to remark, that we were not unmindful of the resolution of 
this Synod, instructing us (see page 19 of the minutes of the Maryland Synod,) to 
‘advocate a resolution that the district Synods be required to pay the expenses of 
their delegates” to the General Synod. But we found. the sentiments of nearly all 
the members of the General Synod, so decidedly averse to this measure, that it was 
not even deemed worth the effort to propose a resolution contemplating such a change. 
Besides, there appears to be a constitutional difficulty in the way of-it; and to bring 
it about, that difficulty must be removed. We are however still of opinion, that this 
or some other modification on this subject will ultimately be found necessary, or else 
the ratio of the delegates from the respective Synods will have to be diminished in 
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order to prevent the expenses of the General Synod from rising above its ability to 
meet them. It remains for the Synod to decide whether any further action is at pre- 
sent requisite. 

The vext meeting of the General Synod is to be held in the city of New York, 
but not until the Saturday succeeding the 2d Thursday in May, 1848, which alters 
the meeting from a biennial to a triennial one. It would indeed in some respects be 
gratifying if its biennial character could be retained; but the heavy and increasing 
expenses arising from each meeting, and the great inconveniences attending a central 
convention by brethren from all, including the most remote sections of the church, 
render that unadvisable. Besides, it is believed that all the essential objects of the 
General Synod may be accomplished by a triennial or even a quadrennial meeting, 
and thus much loss of time, pecuniary cost and serious inconvenience be avoided. 

Should not our Synod express its sentiments on-this subject? _ 

We would direct your attention to the correspondence which was established at 
the late General Synod, with the Triennial General Assembly of the Presbyterian 
church. The third and fourth resolutions passed in regard to this subject and found 
on page 30 of the minutes of the General Synod, seem to require some correspond- 
ing action from this body. 

The resolutions on pages 60 and 61, relative to a day of humiliation and prayer, 
will also be a proper subject for the action of this Synod. z 

We take special! pleasure in reporting, that among the many good works performed 
at the last General Synod, was the formation of a Parent ‘‘ Home Missionary So- 
ciety.” This was one of the prominent topics of discussion, in which the greatest 
and most general interest was evinced ; and measures were accordingly adopted for 
vigorous, and we have no doubt, successful action. We therefore propose that our 
Synod add its decided sanction to this important measure, and resolve to cast all 
its contributions for domestic missionary purposes, into the treasury of the Parent 
Society, to be disbursed by the Executive Committee within the restrictions imposed 
by the Constitution of the General Synod’s Society. The Executive Committee of 
the Parent Society are made acquainted with the wants of the whole church in all 
its length and breadth ; and to it the church at large will look for missionary aid. If 
our several Synods disburse their own missionary funds, applying them for the ex- 
clusive relief of their own respective districts, then the treasury of the Parent So- 
ciety will be without pecuniary means, and the Society will remain what it has here- 
tofore been,—a mere nullity, having a name indeed to live, but in fact dead. Let 
this Synod then set the good example of transferring all its missionary funds to the 
Executive Committee of the Parent Society, and thus aid in making it that general 
and efficient instrumentality which it was designed to be. 

As the printed minutes of the General Synod are doubtless by this time in the 
hands of you all, you are already acquainted with the various interesting and import- 
ant subjects embraced in them. We accordingly forbear to advert to any other items 
than such as seem to demand the special action of this Synod. We cannot refrain 
from noticing the very satisfactory manner in which the proceedings have been re- 
_eorded and published by the able Secretary, the Rev. Prof. Jacobs, and consider bim 
entitled to the gratitude of the church. 

We would observe in conclusion, that the state of the church disclosed at this con- 
vention of the General Synod, presents us with much for which to be thankful to the 
Great Head of the church, and furnishes us with new incentives to fidelity in our 
labors and with still brighter hopes of seeing that blessed time when all parts of the 
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church shall “see eye to eye,” and unite in common counsels and in undivided ef- 
forts for the promotion of the great objects for which the Redeemer has organized 
his kingdom on earth.

congregations, at least once a year. 


The Report of the Committee on the President’s Address. 
This report was now read and considered. The report is as 


follows: 


The documents referred to the first committee are a correspondence respecting the 
resignation of the Rev. J. M. Jennings, as a member of this Synod,* and the Presi- 
dent’s address. 


In regard to the President’s address the committee regard the 


following items as worthy of special notice. 


1. The case of the Rev. Mr. Scheurer, in connection with the Silver-run congre- 
gation, your committee have no doubt the President acted in this case according to 
his clearest convictions of duty. But they are nat prepared, with no other light on 


" the subject than they possess, fully to sanction thé course pursued. They doubt the 
propriety of the permission granted to Mr. ‘Scheurer, to take charge of the Silver- 


run congregation, and also of the recommendation, of the President to this Synod to 
dissolve its connection with said congregation, and to unite with the Synod of West 
Pennsylvania. Bat as they are not sufficiently acquainted with all the circumstances 
of the case; they might possibly change their views, if they were so acquainted. 
They aye not at present disposed to recommend any special course of action. 

2. In reference to the vacancy of Luther Chapel, your committee are of opinion 
that it be declared a Perey gation by this Synad, and offer the following reso- 


lution: 


XIX. “Resolved, That Luther Chapel, in Baltimore, -be ‘regarded as a missionary 


_ Station; and be recommended to the special attention of the Executive Committee of 


the Parent Home Missionary Society. 
“For this part of the report see minutes of the Ministeriam. 
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$. Your committee entirely approve of the suggestion of the President in relation 
to the misunderstanding and difficulties that too frequently arise, when a pastor is to 
be elected by a vacant congregation, and would be glad if such a course of action 
could be adopted to guard against this evil. Whether the appointment of a com- 
mittee by Synod to be consulted by congregations in such cases, would prove a rem- 
edy, is somewhat doubtful in the judgment ef the committee. But in the absence 


of any better remedy your committee agree with the. President’s recommendation, 
and propose the following resolution : 


XX. Resolved, That the officers of Synod constitute a committee, who may be 


consulted and give advice to vacant congregations, when anxious to be supplied with 
pastors. 


Finally, your committee concur with the President’s recommendation, that if the 


Directors of the Seminary elected by this Synod neglect te attend to their duty, 
others should be appointed in their place. B. KURTZ,

run congregation, the following preamble and resolutions were 
passed, as the sense of this Synod. 

Whereas, the course of the Silver-run congregation, since its 
connection with Rev. Mr. Scheurer, has been disorderly and con- 
trary to our discipline, receiving unruly members from other con- 
gregations, and a a place of refuge for the disaffected. 
Therefore, 

XXI. Resolved, 1. mee this Synod do not approve of the course 
of Rev. Mr. Scheurer, as pastor, in regard to the Silver-run con- 
gregation. 

XXII. Resolved, 2. That a committee be appointed to bring this 
subject before the West Pennsylvania Synod, at its next meeting, 
with facts and documents, for the purpose of bringing it to a close. 
_ The committee are Rev. Messrs. Kurtz, Sentman, and Conrad. 

XXIII. Resolved, 3. That we are unwilling to transfer the Silver- 
run congregation to the jurisdiction of the West Pennsylvania 
Synod. 

XXIV. Resolved, That there be a meeting of the Ministerium 
this evening after the pastoral association, in Dr. Muller’s study. 


Synod adjourned to meet on Monday morning at 9 o’clock. 
Prayer by Rev. S. D. Finckel. 


SABBATH EXERCISES. 
On the Lord’s day, the exercises in St. Paul’s church were inter- 
esting, especially in the afternoon, when the sacrament of the 


Lord’s Supper was administered. ‘The brethren together with the 
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members of the church, and a number of members of different de- 


nominations in the city,—all participated in the solemn exercises of 
the occasion. 


About thirteen or fourteen pulpits were opened on the Sabbath 


. day to our ministers, which were filled to the general gratification 
of the numerous hearers. A healthful impression is supposed to 
have been made in behalf of Lutheranism, and the cause of Christ 
generally. 


THIRD SESSION.

According to adjournment Synod met.

The minutes of the preceeding session were read and approved. 

Synod now proceeded to the election of Directors of the Theo- 
logical Seminary at Gettysburg. Two clerical directors were to 
be elected for the term of five years in the place of Rev. S. W. 
Harkey, and Rev. F. W. Conrad, whose term expires this fall. 

Rev. S. W. Harkey and Rev. F. W. Conrad, were re-elected.

Rev. Mr. Biewend, of the German Evangelical Lutheran church 
of this city, was now introduced and received as an advisory mem- 
ber of this body. 

Synod now proceeded to an election as to the place of the next 
Synodical meeting. 

Invitations were presented from Cumberland, Emmittsburg, and 
Hagerstown. The vote resulted in favor of Emmittsburg, Fred- 
erick county, Md. 

On motion of Mr. Martin, 

XXV. Resolved, That the ministers of this Synod recommend 
their people to stand with their faces towards the pulpit during 
prayer; and that the ministers read this resolution to their congre- 
gations. 
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_ With respect to the time of the next Synodical meeting. 


XXVI. Resolved, That Synod meet on Thursday evening before — 
the third Sabbath of October, 1846. 

The following resolution was adopted in view of the mission in 
the city'of Washington, D. C. 

XXVII. Resolved, That this Synod view with high satisfaction 
the establishment of an English Lutheran church in this city, that 
we gratefully acknowledge the liberality of the many benevolent 
and public spirited citizens as well of this District, as of other 
places, who have aided in this enterprize; and that we will vigor- 
ously co-operate in sustaining the mission which we have com- 
menced here, and commend it to the kind regard and active sym- 
pathy of all our churches, trusting that they will see the importance 
of establishing upon a permanent basis, a church in the metropolis 
of our country. 

The following preambles and resolutions were adopted with a 
view of securing a more regular mode of collecting the salary of 
our ministers; and of protecting our Protestant literary institutions. 

Whereas, in many of our pastoral districts, the subscriptions in 
support of the pastor, are very irregularly collected ; and said irre- 
gularity is calculated to aggrieve our ministry ; and whereas, accord- 
ing to the present plan, the labors of the deacons are too onerous ; 
and whereas, in several charges the plan has been adopted of in- 
sisting on each member paying his subscription quarterly, in the 
church, at the service preparatory to the communion. Therefore, 
XXVIII. Resolved, That we approve of said plan and earnestly 
recommend it to all our congregations for adoption, when quarterly 
communions are held, and when semi-annual communions are held, 
that the members pay their subscriptions semi-annually. And 

Whereas, it has sometimes occurred that members of our church 
have sent their children to Roman Catholic Institutions to receive 
an education; and said practice is dangerous to the religious char- 
acter of our children, and highly injurious to the cause of Protest- 
antism. Therefore, 

Resolved, That we deplore this practice, and earnestly recom- 
mend to all our people to send their children to Protestant institu- 
tions to receive their education. 

After considerable discussion the following reSolution passed : 
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XXIX. Resolved, That our Directors of the Theological Semi- 
nary at Gettysburg, and also the Centenary committee appointed 
by this Synod, apply to the Board of Directors of said Seminary, 
and to the Executive Committee of the Parent Education Society, 
for the payment of fair and equitable proportions of the expenses 
incurred, for printing, in prosecuting the Centenary enterprize, and 
that it is herewith made their duty to advocate this measure. 

The committee appointed to examine a manuscript work, entitled 
‘Hints to Church Members,” which the author has kindly pre- 
sented to the Home Missionary Society, report: 


That they have examined the work, and regard it as admirably suited to our peo- 
ple, and hope that it will be published. 


They offer the following resolution : 
XXX. Resolved, That this Synod hope the Home Missionary Society will publish 
this work for its benefit, and they cordially recommend it to the patronage of our 


own and other christian churches.

With respect to the practice of opening our churches to preach- 
ers of other denominations, it was 

XXXI. Resolved, That we disapprove of opening our pulpits for 
the use of those ministers of other denominations, who, on princi- 
ple, refuse to open their pulpits for the use of any of our ministers. 

The report of the Secretary on the minutes of other Synods, 
was again presented with some substitutions, corrections and era- 
sures. ‘The report was adopted as follows: 


Report of the Secretary on the Minutes of Sister Synods. 


1. South Carolina.—These brethren seem to be diligently engaged in the work of 
the Lord. Revivals have been enjoyed in quite a number of their churches, but they 
still lament the general coldness on the subject of religion, lukewarmness in regard 
to their Seminary, and the indifference of some of their ministers to the establish- 
ment of Sabbath schools. Fourteen new churches either have been built or are now 
building, and eleven new congregations have been organized. They bear testimony 
to the blessed effects of protracted meetings, recommend the ayoiding both the ex- 
tremes of extravagance and wild disorder on the one hand and cold formality on the 
other, and advise forbearance in regard to differences of opinion on the subject of 
measures. ‘They complain that the subject of Home Missions has not received that 
attention which it demands. They allow some pecuniary aid to some of their sta- 
tioned ministers, for performing missionary services, a part of the year, and make it 
the duty of each minister to form a Missionary Society in each congregation, auxili- 
ary to the Synodical one. They have resolved to employ a Home Missionary one 
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year. ‘They also lament the scanty support which many of their ministers receive, 
and recommend that they plainly tell the people their duty on this subject. The 
cause of temperance is generally advocated by them, and there is hardly one who is 
not pledged to total abstinence. The fraternal letter of our former Secretary was 
received and acknowledged. They correspond by letter with many Synods, and are 
very desirous to inform others of their doings and to hear from them in return what 
is doing among them. Their Missionary Society has aided the mission at Guntoor 
liberally. ‘They have successively contributed $500, then $196, afterwards $150, and 
lately $100 more, making $946 in all. Their Centenary fund is $4,113 40. In the 
Synodical treasury there are $1,216 04}. The fund of their Seminary is $10,484 07}. 


4 The balance in their Missionary treasury is $259 69, There are eight students in 
a their Seminary and they expect three or four more—seven are licensed exhorters who 
¥ are placed under pastors, who have a three years course of study pointed out to them, 


3 who are in such circumstances as to forbid their studying in their Seminary. They 
have five charitable societies in successful operation. They are revising their Con- 
é stitution, and are taking measures to have all their churches chartered. Our minutes 
re were no doubt received, although they were not formally noticed, but things were 
ba stated in regard to us which they said they learned from our minutes. 

: 2. Hartwick.—Among these brethren the work of the Lord seems also to prosper. 
Three new churches have been built, one purchased, and five new congregations or- 
ganized. Revivals have been enjoyed among them, great attention is paid to Sab- 


: ) bath schools, the Lord’s day is more reverenced, temperance flourishes, peace pre- 
vails, their churches are supplied with the preached word, but there is still consider- 
a able missionary ground among them. They seem impressed with an increasing sense 
; of the importance of an enlightened and holy ministry. They urge the importance 
é 3 of imbuing the children in our Sabbath schools with the missionary spirit, and record 
the pleasing example of one school which contributes $60 per year to the cause. 


They record the gratifying fact that Mr. A. Hoffman, who was poor and obtained 

what he had by his daily toi], had bequeathed his all, $150, to their Missionary So- 

ciety,—and likewise that a Mr. Russell had presented to the Lutheran congregation 

in Saugerties, a small tract of land with a large brick house upon it, to be filled up 

as a Louse of worship. They recommend the tract cause and regard with favor the 

: general benevolent enterprizes of the day, but lament that so little is done among 
ce them for education and missions. 


3. Virginia.—Some revivals have been enjoyed among them. Oar delegate, bro. 
Cline, was cordially received—and their President, the Rev. J. B. Davis, appointed - 
as delegate to our Synod. They complain of the neglect of their ministers in mak- 
ing out their parochial reports full and explicit. One licentiate was ordained and 
two young men were licensed. They receive a verbal report on the state of religion 
from each pastor. They are revising their Constitution. About six new churches ~ 
have been built. They have established an institution near Staunton, Va., under the 
superintendence of Rev. C.C. Baughman. About $115 were paid for beneficiary 
education during the last year, and $280 were pledged for the next. They permit 
no charge to pay less than $5 a year to the Synodical treasury. Our minutes were 
received and reported upon. They recommend efforts for the better observance of 
the Lord’s day, lament the deficiency among them on the subject of benevolence and 
the neglect of catechetical instruction. They subscribed $1,700 on the Centenary 
plan, the most of which has been appropriated to the building of a church at Staun- 
ton. They recommend for the sake of uniformity, that the liturgy be used in the 
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24 
morning setvice, and particularly in administering the ordinances and rites of the 
church. 

4. Synod of the West.—The destitution in this Synod is great—about 15 or 20,000 
Lutherans are destitute, and about 25 congregations are vacant. They have appoint- 
ed Rev. S. Ritz and J. P. Daggy, as evangelists to travel in their bounds, whose 
support is to be received from their own collections. Their parochial report is la- 
mentably defective. Only 10 out of 27 ministers reported the number confirmed, and 
consequently no proper estimate can be made of their doings. They licensed 1, or- 
dained 3, and struck the names of Geo. Surface and W. R. McChesney, from their 
roll. Our minutes were received by them and they complain that we took no notice 
of them. This was occasioned by our not receiving their minutes. We are not only 
rejoiced to receive their minutes, but greatly lament the contrary. They discussed 
in Synod the questions: 1. Whether the administration of baptism should be insisted 
on in the case of an individual professing conversion on his death bed. 2. Whether 
the Campbellites can be considered orthodox and worthy of christian fellowship. 3. 
The morality of the violation of a marriage contract of students of divinity. 4. The 
propriety of performing the marriage ceremony when the persons have been divorced. 
A friend has bequeathed 60 or 70 acres of land for the purpose of building a Luth- 
eran church at Logansport, Indiana. They do not permit their licentiates to take 
charge of congregations which are not and are unwilling to become Lutheran. They 
recommend the colporteur system of the American Tract Society. They have $954 
paid and $385 subscribed towards the founding of a Theological Seminary. They 
have appointed persons to preach on Faith, the Lord’s Supper, Baptism, Temperance, 
Revivals, Atonement and Conversion, at their next Synodical meeting. The subject 
of a division of their Synod was agitated at this meeting and was no doubt disposed 
of at the one just held in Mount Carmel, Lilinois. They recommend the more ex- 
tensive circulation of our books and periodicals, more efficient efforts in favor of 
Missions, Beneficiary Education, &c., and a continuance of the excellent practice of 
catechization. 

5. Alleghany.—The destitution in the bounds of this Synod is also great. They 
report 16 vacant congregations. They licensed 1, ordained $3, mourn the death of 
Rev. Wm. Yeager, refused to renew the license of Mr. Adam, on the ground of in- 
capacity, and struck the name of G. St. Clair Hussey, from their roll. Our dele- 
gate, brother Lepley, was kindly received. They refer all the minutes of Synods to 
one member, who is to make the report in time for the Secretary. They record the 
very liberal donation of Mr. Levergood, who has presented to the Lutheran congre- 
gation at Johnstown, a Jot of ground, and built a beautiful brick church upon it, 
worth $300, himself, and gave them a title for it. He has also erected a parsonage 
on another lot of his, also a lecture and Sabbath school room on another, and devot- 
ed a fourth lot to the purposes of a burying ground. The use of these he grants them 
at present gratis, and intends at some future time to present them likewise with titles 
for the same. They are sustaining four young men at Gettysburg. They pay the 
travelling expenses of their delegates of the Seminary, not exceeding $5 at one time. 

6. East Pennsylvania.—T hese brethren seem to be prospering and their field already 
wide is widening still. They sustain eight young men at Gettysburg. They formed 
a pastoral association similar to ourown. They have built nine new churches of 
stone or brick, some of which are specimens of taste and comfort, at an expense of 
$36,000. They receive verbal accounts on the state of religion. They consider ad 
interim licensing of doubtful expediency, and require three ordained ministers to re- 
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commend a man before it can be granted. Dr. Kurtz, our delegate, was received, 
and Rev. F. Ruthrauff appointed to our Synod. They have resolved on raising a 
minister's fund, and appointed the first Thursday in December, as a day of humilia- 
tion and prayer. Our minutes were received and reported upon. They publish their 
procecdings in the Observer to save expense. 

7. North Carolina.—Our minutes were received and reported upon. They have 
collected $397 of their Centenary subscriptions, and have $931 funded in aid of the 
Lexington Seminary. They approve of the plan of their South Carolina brethren 
relative to the three years course of study pointed out for young men who cannot go 
to the Seminary. .The Synod has on hand about $250. They aid one young man 
at Gettysburg. They paid $50 for missionary labor. They refused to confirm the 
restoration granted by their president to J. T. Tabler. 

8. Miami.—This newly formed body promises fair in the future. They sustain 
Wittenburg College and have elected directors. There are eight or more charges 
vacant in their bounds, twelve churches have been and are being built, and five new 
congregations have been organized. Revivals have been enjoyed in a number of” 
churches. Catechization is generally practiced and their churches are improving. 
hey appoint a committee whose duty it shall be to report on the state of religion in 
their churches and the West in general. They commenced pledging themselves to 
raise certain sums for education and eight pledged $70, two more $29 for missions. 
No ad interim license can be granted within four months of the meeting ot Synod, 
and none unless the recommendation is signed by four ordained ministers and a ma- 
jority of two-thirds vote for it, and all foreigners are to be on probation six years and 
have no vote before they can be admitted. They recommend the Observer and Hir- 
tenstimme, Tract and Lord’s day efforts, and the contemplated history of the Luth- 
eran church in the United States, by Dr. Hazelius. They ordained three and licensed 
four young men. 

_ The minutes of the above mentioned eight Synods were received and the items 

gathered from them and their respective reports made to the General Synod. Anxi- 
ous, however, to give our lay-brethren a view of the state of the whole church, we 
subjoin what we could gather from the reports of the New York, West Pennsylva- 
nia, English Synod of — and the Synod of Western Virginia, made to the Gen- 
eral Synod. 

9. New York.—They say, in substance, ‘‘ Our churches are generally prospering. 
Revivals have been frequent and harmony prevails among us. Three new churches 
have been and are now building. A number of parsonages have been built. Our 
efforts among the Germans have been successful. Our widow’s fund now amounts 
to more than $2,000, safely invested.” 

10. West Pennsylvania.—Its meetings, say the committee in substance, are char- 
acterized by harmony and zeal for the extension of the Redeemer’s kingdom. Though 
a few years ago the Alleghany Synod was formed out of this, their number is nearly 
as large as it was before. They licensed eight and received one from another church 
at their last meeting. A number of pastoral districts have been divided and a num- 
ber of new churches organized. Revivals have been enjoyed, the standard of piety 
has been raised, and the spirit of benevolence has been increased. They sustain six 
young men at Gettysburg, and several more by separate congregations—and they. 
contributed about $160 to Home and Foreign Missions. 

i1. English Synod of Ohio.—For an account of their statistics see table. From 
this it will appear that this body is destined to exert a powerful influence upon the 
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prosperity of our church injthe West. Many new churches and congregations have 
been organized. Many revivals have been enjoyed and their churches are rapidly in- 
creasing in numbers, piety and liberality. They have removed the location of their 
institution to Springfield, Ohio, have called brother Keller to the chair of Theology, 
and Prof. Reynolds to that of the Presidency. They have secured twenty-four acres 
of land for the site—about $3,500 for building purposes, and about $4,000 towards 
{ an endowment. 
12. The Western Synod of Virginia.—These brethren have engaged 
| in their duties, and while they mourn over much formality and deadness, they rejoice 
in the belief that many have been converted and edified and made tremblingly alive 
i to the best interests of the church. They have collected $900 for the Centenary, 
i F and are aiding five young men in various places in their studies for the ministry. 

13. The General Synod.—The meeting of this Synod was unusually well attended. 
Sixty-one delegates were present from thirteen Synods, and only one clerical and ten 
Jay-delegates absent. The following resolution was passed: ‘‘ Resolved, That the at- 

tention of the several Synods connected with this body, be directed to the importance 
of maintaining each a full delegation to the General Synod, by the appointment of 
alternates for their Primarii.”» ‘Terms of fraternal correspondence were entered into 
_ with the General Assembly of the Presbyterian church, (New School) by which the 
ministers of both churches are to be invited as advisory members in each others ec- 
clesiastica] councils, and dismissed from the one to the other, and members invited to 
commune, and permitted to be dismissed by certificate from the one to the other. 
Resolved, That the attention of the district Synods be invited to the subject of trans- 
ferring the stock-of the Book Company owned within their bounds, to the several 
Presidents of said Synods, according. to the plan recommended by the last General 
Synod. 
The committee on Foreign Correspondence was increased and continued. The 
__ Jiturgical committee was likewise continued with instructions to revise their work and 
transmit it to the Rev. H. I. Smith, for general finish and preparation for the press, 
and its adoption was necessarily deferred to the next meeting of Synod. A commit- 
tee was also appointed to revise the Hymn-book—and another on christian union. 
The Secretary of each Synod is requested to furnish the Secretary of the Genera) 
Synod with a report, embracing the following items: ‘‘ The names of the officers 
and a list of ministers belonging to Synod ; number added to the ministry ; number 
of congregations ; number of persons who have partaken of the Lord’s Supper ; num- 
ber entitled to communion; number of confirmations; number admitted by certifi- 
cate; number of adults and infant baptisms; number of deaths of members ; num- 
ber excommunicated and suspended ; number of congregations organized ; number of 
houses of worship erected; number of vacancies and extent of destitution; and 
amount of contribution to all benevolent operations.” 

The thanks of the Synod were voted to the American Tract Society for the dona- 
tion of $200 to our Foreign Missionary Society, dnd their publications and colporteur 
enterprize we warmly recommend to our churches. The publications of the Ameri- 
can Sunday School Union were also highly recommended. A committee was ap- 
pointed to prepare a clear and concise view of the doctrines and practices of the 
American |.utheran church. 

** Resolved, That if district Synods shall deem it expedient in special cases to pur- 
chase from individuals the stock of the Book Company they hold, they shall be per- 
mitted to do so as the agents of the General Synod.” 
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The object of the Rev. T. H. Stockton’s plan of Christian Union was commended 
as deserving the kindest sympathy of the christian world. War was disapproved of 
in the settlement of national difficulties. The efforts promotive of the better obser- 
yance of the Lord’s day were commended. 

« Resolved, That we earnestly recommend to all our pastors the appointment of 
the first Monday in January annually, as one of special humiliation and prayer.” 

It was earnestly recommended that the wants of the poor in every congregation 
be supplied as far as possible, without permitting them to resort to any other source 
beyond their immediate relations and friends and the church to which they belong. 

The Book Company devoted $500 towards a “ Pastor’s Fund.” 

The Foreign Missionary, Parent Education and Historical Societies, held their an- 
niversary meetings. It was recommended that our ministers hold semi-annual mis- 
sionary meetings and take up collections in aid of our mission at Guntoor. The lit- 
tle Day Spring was also commended as a cheap and valuable paper to be circulated 
among our people. A plan of union was adopted with the Missionary Society of the 
Synod of Pennsylvania. Another missionary is to be sent to aid brother Gunn. 

During the last two years 44 young men have been aided by the Parent Education 
Society. Rev. W. H. Harrison is their agent. The standard of qualifications was 
raised, and it was recommended to the auxiliary societies to adopt the same. The 
beneficiaries in the Seminary are to receive $100. A resolution was passed specify- 
ing in what cases alone interest was to be received from a beneficiary. 

A Home Missionary Society was formed, the district Synods were invited to form 
auxiliaries, our ministers to take up collections in its aid at least once a year, and all 
our ministers and people to become members of it. 

The rates of mileage were reduced, the time of meeting changed from two to three 
years—and the next meeting will be held in New York on Saturday at 9 o’clock, A. 
M., succeeding the second Thursday in May, 1843. 

14. Penneylvania.—Our minutes were received and reported upon. Rev. Mr. Vo- 
gelbach, was admitted into this body. A proposition from the American Bible So- 
ciety, to obtain the aid of some of their ministers in their work was favorably received, 
and it was recommended that any who could, should engage in it. Their missionary, 
Rev. Mr. Heyer, wishes to return. Their receipts for missions were $1,577 053. They 
are making efforts to cause the estate of “‘ Fry’s Institute” to be properly applied. 
They confirmed the opinion of one of their churches “‘ that no member of a congre- 
gation is obliged, necessarily, to receive the Lord’s Supper within a certain prescribed 
time.” As their Synod will soon hold its one hundredth annual meeting, they have 
appointed a committee to make arrangements to celebrate a ‘‘ Centenary jubilee.” 
They consider their obligations to the Columbus Seminary cancelled, because of the 
non-fulfilment of the agreement on the part of the Joint Synod of Ohio. The Rey. 
T. Bartels, is their Home Missionary. 

15. Frankean.—Dr. Kurtz sent me a copy of the minutes of this body. They have 
enjoyed some revivals of religion, but deplore the state of lukewarmness and covet- 
ousness among their numbers. ‘Their pastors are not properly supported. Our mi- 
nutes were received and noticed. They struck the name of Augustus Hammered 
from their roll. They have $130 in their missionary treasury. 

From the Observer [ gather the following : 

16, 17 and 18. Joint Synod of Ohio.—They are divided into three divisions, meet- 
ing separately for two years and jointly every third year. The Columbus Seminary 
is under their control, but the policy pursued by them has greatly injured its useful- 
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ness, if not almost destroyed its very existence. /TheLutheran Standard is also un- 
der their direction, its editor has resigned and its pecuniary condition is not prosper- 
ous. They held a meeting for educational purposes, at which a collection of $103 
was taken up. This is the next largest Synod in our country. 

19. Pittsburg.—This is a small but spirited Synod just formed. In forming their 
Constitution they made provision not only for the admission of congregations into 
their body, but also for exclusion, in case they refused to submit to its authority. 
They have made provision for a scriptural discipline. Js not the General Synod’s 
such? They receive students of theology who are too poor to go to the Seminary 
under the care of pastors, and point out a three years course of study to them. They 
have established an Academy under the care of the Rev. Mr. Bassler. They have 
appointed the Rev. Mr. Ziegler as their travelling missionary in their bounds, at a 
salary of $300, and from their statistics it will be seen that they at once commence 
aiding all our benevolent enterprizes. May they be wise and prosper. There are 
16 vacant congregations in their bounds and many unsupplied preaching places.

Report on the State of Religion. 


Dr. Morris reports that his church continues in pretty much the same spiritual 
state as exhibited in the last report. 

We have paid nearly $3,000 of our church debt—have assumed for five years 
$3,500 of the debt on Lombard street Lutheran church—appropriated about $400 to 
other religious objects. 

Rev. Prof. Baugher, pastor of the congregation in Gettysburg, reports that vital 
godliness seems to be advancing, the ordinances of the church are well attended, yet 
there has not been any special interest felt on the subject of religion during the past 
year. 

Rev. P. Willard reports, we have cause for gratitude to the great Ilead of the 
church for the share of His favor we have enjoyed. Though revivals have not been 
so extensive as in former years, numbers have been brought under the saving influ- 
ence of the gospel ; one church has been built during the past year, public worship 
and prayer-meetings in most of+the congregations have been well attended, and at 
present we have indications in various parts of the charge of future visitations of the 
divine power. 
| Rev. C. P. Krauth, Jr., pastor of the second English Lutheran charch, Baltimore, re- 
ports, the church has had peculiar trials and for some months was destitute of pas- 
toral care. Yet it has been steadily advancing in numbers, and the effect uf their 
struggle has been to unite them more closely. A protracted meeting was held last Bi 
winter. The social prayer-meeting from house to house has been resumed jointly . 
with the congregation of Dr. Morris. There has been a great deal of spiritual life, 
unity, and love throughout the year. 

Dr. Muller, pastor of St. Paul’s Lutheran church, Washington, D. C., reports, § 
that the prospetts of his congregation are encouraging. Thirteen new members are 
now ready and will be admitted after the adjournment of Synod. The subject of 
religious inquiry is now being exercised among many individuals not connected with 
the church, and the descendants of those who were among the first settlers of the 
city of Washington, are now returning to the faitlt and the church of their fathers. 
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Rev. S. D. Finckel reports, the charge of Cumberland is in a prosperous condition, 
the buildings are done and the congregations increasing in numbers and piety. 

Rev. Wm. H. Smith reports, that the church at Canton, Baltimore, is composed of 
comparatively few members, yet it is gratifying and encouraging to add that vital 
godliness seems to be the true bond of union in their hearts, and that the fruits of 
piety are made manifest in their religious relations and individual lives. 

Rev. B. Appleby reports, the state of religion in Luther Chapel, Baltimore, is en- ¢ 
couraging in some respects, but not so in others. The prayer-meetings are not at- 
tended as they ought to be, neither public worship; and there is a want of union and 
brotherly love. But the Sabbath schools are flourishing and promise to do much 
good ; and it is believed that if the Chapel was clear of debt, other obstacles in the 
way of their prosperity would soon disappear, and success would crown the enter- 

rise. 
: Rev. D. J. Hauer reports, that during the past year he has had under his care two 
congregations, in which peace and harmony continue to exist, they have enjoyed 
several gracious outpourings of the spirit of God, during which sinners were convert- 
ed and christians refreshed. ‘This charge takes considerable interest in the benevo- 
lent operations of our beloved church and the institutions at Gettysburg. 

Rev. D. F. Bittle reports, it is only a few months since I have taken charge of the 
Middletown congregations. In this charge there are 800 members, among many ex- 
cellent and exemplary persons others from the want of enforcing the discipline of the 
church still claim membership notwithstanding they are very irregular and delin- 
quent in many of the duties of the church—yet from the attention of the young to 
catechization there are prospects of a better day. 

Rev. F. W. Conrad.—In reporting the state of religion in this charge, I would re- 
mark that during last winter this congregation was visited with an outpouring of the 
Holy Spirit, and during six weeks meetings were continued day and night with 
heavenly interest. It commenced at my installation cenducted by brother Harkey, 
Cline, and Sprecher, whose labors were greatly blessed while here,—many were truly 
converted,—some of whom we had good hopes, have since shown that they were 
either deceived or have backslidden, but all things considered their number is com- 
paratively small. Many were church-members and thirty-four were admitted after 
catechization. We held inquiry meetings every morning which were greatly blessed, 
and the whole time the greatest order and solemnity prevailed. Since then things 
have remained about as usual. Our weekly prayer-meetings, several male and fe- 
male, are still kept up and as well attended as usual. Our monthly concert is well 
attended. Our weekly lectures likewise. Our Sabbath school is improved and be- 
coming more efficient. The school proper, numbers 175 ; the colored department 75 ; 
and infant school 50; in all three hundred. A new school has been organized about 
two miles from town, which numbers about 50 scholars and promises much useful- 
ness. Our Sabbath congregations are large and interesting. A class of catechu- 
mens, 25 in number, are now in a very interesting state and will be received in about 
one month into the church. Brother Culler preaches once a month to the German 
part of this congregation, which is now united and promises usefulness. In our town 
five different ministers preach once a week to the poor, once a week to the colored, 
once a week on Temperance, at 4 o’clock on Sabbath, in the market house; once a 
month on Sabbath night we close our churches and all go to one where we preach 
alternately on one important subject. The subject at present is the Sabbath. These 


efforts produce salutary impressions both upon the people of God and the world. We 
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have had a very interesting and profitable Sabbath convention on the 23d of Septem- 
ber. This people have contributed respectably, during the past year to various bene- 
volent objects. Following our parochial report. To Synod $10; to Beneficiary 
Education, 6125; to Home Missionary Society, $20; to Rev. Mr. Martin, $46; to 
Beaver Creek congregation in aid of their charch about $20 ; to Foreign Missionary 
Society about $20; toward church debt $600; Sabbath School Library Mass. So- 
ciety $50; Catechumens Library $20; to the Seminary $25; American Sunday 
School Union $15 ; towards Colporteur’s support $15 ; to Hagerstown Tract Society 
$15; and Linnean Hall $40. In all $1276. 

About 180 Day Springs; 100 Youth's Penny Gazette; 150 Sabbath School Jour- 
nals; many Observers; and some Hirtenstimmes, have been circulated among our 
people, teachers and children. Another subscription towards the entire liquidation 
of the church debt and the making of the necessary repairs, amouting to $600, will 
be due January Ist, 1846. And it is in contemplation to build a new parsonage, 
towards which a considerable amount has already been subscribed. 

Whilst we have much for which we can be grateful, we have also much over which 
we mourn. Whilst more stood aloof and did not commune now do so. There are still 
many who are negligent and careless, to be restored to the fold from which they have 
strayed, and many to be gathered into it from our community around. A number 
have been inconsistent and rendered themselves subject to admonition, and a few 
have been suspended and excommunicated. The importance of the subject of dis- 
cipline is being more felt by the council and more attention is paid to the oversight 
of the flock by them. 

Rev. E. Schwartz.—I have been in my present charge about five months. During 
this time, I have preached the gospel faithfully. I endeavored to become acquainted 
with the members and to ascertain the state of religion among them, an account of 
which I can give in a few words. The state of religion is very low generally speak- 
ing, whilst there are a few who manifest zeal and activity in the cause of Christ. 
The majority are cold and dead, and feel no or very little interest in the religious in- 
stitutions which are so necessary to keep up vital godliness in a congregation. It is 
needless for me to give any farther account, inasmuch as the opposition of many in 
my charge to almost everything that is good, is known far and wide among the 
brethren. But we hope by the grace of God to be able to bring about a better state 
of things among them. To this end we would ask the prayers of God's people 
everywhere. 

Rev. S. W. Harkey remarks, that during the past year we have not been cheered 
by any special revival of religion though we have experienced many tokens of the 
divine favor. Some souls we trust have been converted to God, and christians built 
up in their most holy faith. Yet we have to lament the backsliding of some and the 
coldness and indifference of others. Numbers have manifested less interest in the 
salvation of their own souls and the souls of others than in former years; and our 
prayer-meetings have not been so well attended. This has caused us much grief. 
Yet we have the consciousness that the gospel has been faithfully preached, and we 
believe that God’s word will not return unto him void. The seed sown we confident- 
ly believe will in due season spring up and bring forth fruit unto eternal life. For 
this we intend still to labor and pray. 

The various benevolent operations of the church have as heretofore been sustained 
by us. About $300 of our subscriptions to the Seminary have been paid; to the 
Education Society $100 ; to the church in New York, under the care of Dr. Martin, 
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g100. We have also contributed something to the American Bible Society and the 
American Sunday School Union, amounting to perhaps $50. 

In external and temporal affairs we are prospering. During the last summer, a 
fine new parsonage was erected, which is now under roof and will be completed and 
ready for occupancy early in the ensuing spring. We have also taken measures 
gradually to pay off a small charch debt which has been hanging on the congrega- 
tion for 20 years, and by God's blessing we hope during the ensuing year to build a 
lecture room which we much need. 

Rev. C. Culler.—In reporting on the state of religion in the Funkstown charge, 
there is nothing of a very special interest to be presented. No extensive work of 
grace was enjoyed during the past year in either of the congregations connected with 
this charge. ‘The public services are well attended; prayer-meetings and other re- 
ligious exercises are held in all the congregations. The Sabbath Schools are also 
well attended and seem to be in a flourishing condition. This charge though weak 
gives $50 to the Education cause, and a number of the members gave and subscribed 
liberally to other benevolent operations of the day. It isdue the Beaver Creek con- 
gregation to say, that they have during the past year erected a fine brick church, to 
which they subscribed and paid about $800. ‘The other congregation of the charge 
aided them liberally. But whilst there is much to encourage there is likewise much 
to discourage. Many that might attend service do not, and many that do are not as 
zealous as they should be. May the Lord revive his works among us. 

Rev. J. P. Cline.—Nothing special has occurred within my charge during the past 
year. The attendance on the means of grace is about as usual. Peace reigns through- 
out the charge. Whilst there is great room for improvement this charge has evi- 
dently advanced in many respects as the various institutions of the church are gain- 
ing upon the affections of the people. In only a part of the charge upwards of $600 
were subscribed to Pennsylvania College, and $40 were sent to the Foreign Mission- 
ary Society. The Sabbath Schools are flourishing and Temperance Societies, which 
a year ago were threatened with extermination are rapidly regaining their strength. 

Rev. 8. Sentman.—The state of religion. As this cannot be stationary, and as 
there does not appear to be much if any advancement, the conclusion however pain- 
ful and humiliating, must be, that we are retrograding. This alas! seems to be the 
true state of the case whatever may be the cause. True the ordinary means of grace 
are tolerably well attended, and much interest is manifested in prayer-meetings and 
the Sabbath School cause, but with all we are scarcely able to hold our own, and no 
advances are made on the kingdom and power of darkness without. We have much 
reason therefore to pray, “‘O Lord revive thy work!!” and to labor for as well as 
pray, “* Thy kingdom come.” 

Rev. C. Lepley reports, that the charge now known as the Frostburg district was, 
until about three years ago, connected with the Cumberland district. There were but 
two small congregations until within the last year, a third one was formed now con- 
sisting of about forty members. Lately a subscription was raised for the purpose of 
building a church. There is a deep interest felt within the last three or four months 
in all this section ef country. The stoical apathy and even the down right opposi- 
tion to all] vitality in religion has given way to the important inquiry, “ what they 
must do to be saved.”” In truth, of late, in these two adjoining congregations, Wel- 
lersburg and Hoyman’'s mill; our hearts have great reason to be glad, and to rejoice 
in the goodness and mercy of God, in this, that where sin abounded, grace did much 
more abound. S. SENTMAN,

In reference to Mr. Emerick, they weuld state that he did net turn his attention 
toward the ministry until after he was the head of the family and considerably ad- 
vanced in life. He has studied theology in all about three years. One year and 2 
half privately with a minister of our church, and one year and a half at our Semi- 
nary at Gettysburg. Upon the whole, your committee regard his qualifications such 
as to enable him to be useful in the ministry ; but would especially also urge him, if 
received, to continne his studies with all possible zeal and diligence, inasmuch as his 
studies were interrupted by ill health.

3. Men of deep piety, advanced in life, whose capacity is known to be consider- 
able and whose talents are distinguished, may rarely be expected, yet in every case 
of thi@ kind the study of the Greck Testament is urgently recommended.
